YL Council Holds Session 


An attempt to appeal a tentative 
tract map in eastern Yorba Linda 
and a long discussion of the 
proposed general plan highlighted 
the study session held by the 
Yorba Linda City Council Monday 
night. 

The three new councilmen voted 
to appeal the tract, which is part 
of the planned development area 
south and east of Fairmont 
Boulevard. The map was not 
appealed because Councilmen 
Roland Bigonger and Whit 
Cromwell opposed it. 

City Administrator Darrell 
Dalton advised the council that 
one of them should appeal the map 
Tuesday so that it could be placed 
on the May 4 agenda for their 
consideration. 

Charles Stapleton of Lampman 
and Associates discussed the 
general plan for the city his 


company is working on and 
pointed up two areas of concern, 
the route of the new freeway and 
the utlimate development of the 
“activity core” along Imperial 
Highway. 

Councilmen discussed several 
things involving the plan, 
including whether the council 
should hold a special meeting with 
the Planning Commission to 
discuss the new council 
philosophy. 

Other items discussed by the 
new council were the new junior 
high school exit onto Futura St. in 
eastern Yorba Linda, the 
annexation of the area on the 
northeast corner of Imperial and 
Orangethorpe, public works 
project, the budget and the 
planning services problem. 

The council will hold their first 
regular meeting May 4. 


Planners OK Boys Club 


The Placentia Planning 
Commission approved an 
application from the local Boys 
Club for a use permit to allow a 
new clubhouse at 132 Crowther 
Ave, in the industrial zone. 

Commissioners were agreed 
that the site itself was a very poor

A request by Joseph E. Dutton 
for an ice machine to be placed in 
the Bradford Center across from 
Kraemer Park was approved by 
commissioners. 

An application for a planned 
unit condominium development 
submitted by Earl Kaltenbach for 
the northeast corner of Golden 
and Valencia was approved. The 
area is in the R-3 zone. Two 
related applications were con¬ 
tinued. 

A request for apartments in the 
Alta Vista area by Irvin Chapman 
was continued until May 12. 


The Board of Education, at their 
Monday meeting, again deferred 
action on their personnel 
deliberations until Wednesday, 
April 29 following a session that 
went until 4:15 in the morning. 

After five hours of discussion, 
the Board issued the following 
statement.

71 budget. Following this 
directive, reductions were then 
made based on the twenty-four 
recommendations of the Budget 
Advisory Committee and 
presented at a special board 
meeting on April 22, 1970. At the 
Executive Session tonight, the 

Alta Vista 
Road Curve 
Approved 

The proposed realignment of 
Alta Vista Street was approved by 
the Placentia City Council 
Monday. Approval by the council 
came only after the Alta Vista 
Country Club agreed to several 
conditions. 

One of the main conditions is 
adequate protection of the 
clubhouse from fire. Country Club 
management agreed to install a 
12” water line on the property for 
that purpose. 

Another major condition of the 
approval concerned the pumping 
station along the north side of Alta 
Vista St. east of Kraemer Blvd. 
The council feared possible noise 
from a combination of a gas motor 
and a metal building surrounding 
the station. M.D. Johnson, owner 
of the Country Club, said that the 
cost of a new pump motor or 
building would be prohibitive. It 
was agreed that the existing 
station would be redesigned to 
restrict noise. If noise continues 
to persist, the city council would 
require a new motor or building. 
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Board continued to search out 
further budget savings. We are 
pleased to announce that all 
present teaching personnel will be 
retained by the District for the 
1970-71 school year and that no 
new hiring will take place until the 
pupil-teacher ratio reaches the 
ceiling of 28:1 at the High School 
level (9-12) and 30:1 at the 
Intermediate Level (7-8), at which 
time teaching personnel will be 
added only as needed to maintain 
that ceiling. 

“In the event of resignations, 
replacements will be employed at 
the discretion of the administra¬ 
tive staff. 

“Elementary ratios are 
mandatory and vacancies will be 
filled as needed. Other budgetary 
reductions, some involving, 
personnel, are still under study 
and will be explored further at a 
special Board meeting to be held 
later this week.” 

“Unfortunately, the Negotiating 
Council has not accepted the 
above proposal. The Board 
regrets that the Council has 
elected to take this course of 
action tonight. Since agreement 
has not been reached, the Board is 


deferring further consideration 
until its next session.” 

The Negotiating Council also 
issued a statement as follows: 
“Unfortunately, the Board did not 
see fit to accept our counter 
proposal: ‘For the purpose of 
budget planning, it is agreed by 
the Board and the PUEA that the 
pupil/teacher ratios of 28-1 in the 
High School and 30-1 in the 
Intermediate School will be used. 
However, pupil/teacher ratios 

are still considered to be a 
negotiable item.’ ” 

(The above was inserted after 
“1970-71 school year,” and the rest 
of that paragraph was negated.) 

Also the Board wanted to add in 
after “needed to maintain that 
ceiling” a statement to the effect 
that, if additional monies came 
from the state, this could change. 

The Negotiating Council felt 
they would have agreed on the 
pupil/teacher ratio if the Board 
had rescinded its letter of notice 
to the teachers. 

The meeting for further 
negotiations will be held on April 
29 at 7:45 p.m. at the Board room 
and later will be a public hearing. 


Backs Building Set 
For Dedication 


In 1954 Angeline and Edward 
Backs presented eleven acres to 
the city of Placentia to be used as 
a park which they dedicated 
Kraemer Memorial Park in honor 
of Angeline’s father Samuel 
Kraemer, and her mother 
Angeline Yorba Kraemer. Since 
that time Mr. and Mrs. Backs 
have maintained a positive stand 
on the preservation of park land 
which the citizens of Placentia 
would use and appreciate after all 
the orange groves were removed, 
absorbed by homes, concrete 
roads, walks and telephone poles. 

Fulfilling a life long dream, the 
Angeline and Edward P. Backs 
Community Building will be 
dedicated to them Sunday at 2 
p.m. 

Formal dedication ceremonies 
will be presented by Mayor 
Robert Finnell. Memorial plaques 
will be presented and the Art and 
Music Festival which will occupy 
the building during May will make 
its debut. Music for the occasion 
will be provided by the District 
Wide honor orchestra. The Mon 
Ami auxiliary will act as 
hostesses. The event will be open 
to the public. 

An adjacent parcel of land 
adjacent to the park was 
purchased in 1968 and made 
available to the city. Through this 
action the Department of Parks 
and Recreation achieved the 
status of a full city department 
and obtained a home. 

Two more parcels of land were 


purchased and again deeded to the 
city to fulfill the masterplan 
created by the Backs in 1954. 

As a result, a small Scout 
Building located on the property 
built several years prior by the 
citizens and dedicated to the youth 
of the city, was preserved. 

The park land was originally a 
portion of Rancho San Juan Cajon 
De Santa Ana, granted to Juan 
Pacifico Ontiveros by Mexican 
governor Juan B. Alvarado in 
1837. Mrs. Backs is the great- 
granddaughter of Don Bernando 
Yorba and Juan Pacifico 
Ontiveros. 

Edward P. Backs was born 
March 30, 1896 in Anaheim, 

California. The son of Joseph and 
Catharina Heyermann Backs he 
married Angeline Kraemer in 
1920. 

Backs was the first vice 
commander of the Anaheim 
American Legion when it was 
organized in 1919 and the first vice 
president of the Mother Colony 
Parlor, Native Sons of the Golden 
West. A member of the California 
Pioneers and a large citrus 
grower and rancher, he has been 
most active in local and county 
civic affairs and business 
enterprises in Orange County. 

Angeline Kraemer was born 
August 10, 1897 in Placentia. She 
has been an active member of 
Grace Parlor of the Native 
Daughters of the Golden West.

Stay Away From 
Lake Piacenita 

Lake Placentia, formerly Tuffree Reservoir, is not 
a public park, contrary to the impression many local 
residents may have received in the past week. 

The lake and the property surrounding it are on 
private property, belonging to the Anaheim Union 
Water Company, a part of Pacific Holding Corp. The 
water is being supplied by the Orange County Water 
District for irrigation. 

The recent “dedication” was in fact no more than 
a change of name of the lake. The ceremonies held 
last Wednesday were to commemorate only that 
name change. It in no way changed the status of the 
lake. 

We have noticed that many children are going up 
to the lake to fish or play illegally, possibly under the 
impression that it is a public park. 

We urge all parents to make sure their children do 
not go near the lake and we urge all children to find 
somewhere else to play. 

Trespassing on the lake property is forbidden. 
Guards from the water district do patrol the area 
and will evict anyone caught in the lake property. 

Again we emphasize. Lake Placentia is NOT a 
public park. Keep your children out of it. 

Very shortly Placentia will have six brand new 
parks for our children to play in. We urge parents to 
find out where the park in their area is, when it will 
be open and then to use it rather than private 
property for recreation. 

The first unit of tne park program will be 
dedicated this Sunday. We urge all parents to attend 
this dedication of the new Edward and Angeline 
Backs Building in Kraemer Park. 

The building will serve as a focus for the 
community and will, beginning later in the year, be 
the site of all City Council and Planning Commission 
meetings. 

We urge all parents and children, use our public 
park system for recreation and stay out of private 
property, for your own protection and for the 
property owners protection.

To the Editor: 

A school administrator 
telephoned me on April 15 to 
tell me I was to attend the 
Budget Advisory Committee 
at 3:30 on Friday, the 17th; 
the following day a different 
administrator told me I was 
not to attend until 
“officially notified.” I 
assumed that meant by 
letter and so did not attend. 

The following Tuesday 
evening a lady telephoned 
my home and left a message 
that I was to attend a 
meeting on Friday evening, 
the 24th, at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday evening arrived 
home from work to find a 
packet of materials about 
3/4 inch thick covering 
minutes of previous 
meetings and preliminary 
line item budgets. Friday I 
received in the mail the 
minutes of the 17th and a 
second budget — 117 pages 
of budget materials. I spent 
six hours going over the 
materials and writing down 
questions, then I conferred 
with three persons 
knowledgeable in school 
finance. With their 
guidance, I was able to cut 
several questions and add a 
few new ones. 

At the meeting Friday 
evening I was frankly 
astounded when Ken Parker 
read a statement compiled 
jointly by the three district 
employee organizations 
indicating that they were 
withdrawing from the 
committee until they could 
see a demonstration of good 
faith on the part of the 
administration. His state- 
meht was followed by a 


motion to adjourn. I looked 
at my list of questions and 
was prepared to vote with a 
good, loud NO. After the 
motion there was consider¬ 
able debate and questioning. 
I felt as if I were seeing the 
replay of a movie that was 
no good the first time 
around. However, I thought 
I saw a way out. 

I asked whether 20-20 
hindsight might not be 
applied to the situation and 
whether the administration 
and board of trustees might 
not have been remiss in 
failing to send a letter 
informing the working 
committee that the special 
board meeting of the 22nd 
would include personnel 
matters which could not be 
made available imme¬ 
diately, but that they would 
be given all the information 
at the earliest possible date. 

Three board members: 
Cuff, Ruth, and Shelley 
remained silent. Four 
administrators: Brewer, 

Kreyche, Miller, and 
Simpson remained silent. 
Eight members of the 
employee organizations 
remained silent although 
they might have requested 


or encouraged some res¬ 
ponse. 

By that time, though still 
convinced that adjournment 
would leave my questions 
unanswered, I was doubtful 
that remaining in session 
would get any answers. On 
the roll call vote whether to 
adjourn I chose to abstain. 
For that I have been berated 
by a board member and an 
administrator, one of whom 
may have received more in 
exchange than he anti¬ 
cipated. 

Okay, I also have 20-20 
hindsight and am willing to 
admit that I blew it. 1 should 
have voted to remain in 
session and should have 
asked my questions whether 
employee organizations 
were represented or not. 
Then I could have 
ascertained whether there 
is any meaning to this 
committee or whether the 
administration and board 
are playing games. 

One thing bugs me. Are 
any of the rest of you willing 
to admit publicly that you 
have erred in your judgment 
with regard to the “Friday 
Fiasco”? or any of the 
events leading up to it?

“2. Upon the formation of 
the augmented sub¬

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Earth Day Celebrated 


A group composed of 
approximately 90 Valencia 
students celebrated Earth 
Day, April 22, with a walk to 
Cal State. 

Led by Jim Lock and Greg 
Schook of the VHS social 
science department, the 
students departed on foot 
from the south end of the 
campus at 9 am. As they 
progressed down Chapman 
avenue to the Fullerton 
campus, the group picked up 
trash and waved homemade 
signs at passer-bys. 

Cal State was host for an 
“environmental teach-in,’’ 
designed to instill in 
everyone an environmental 
awareness that man must 
stop the pollution of the 
earth.’’ 

The day’s activities were 
begun with color slides and 
recorded tapes of pollution 
in America. These were 
followed by a panel 
discussion which featured 
Dr. Donald Bright, marine 
biologist; Dr. Bayard 
Brattstrom, zoologist; Dr. 
Robert Lepper, geologist, 
and Mr. Lee Waian, the 
caretaker of Tucker wildlife 
sanctuary, which received 
the proceeds from the day’s 
events. 

A time capsule containing 
plastic bags, saran-wrap, a 
driver’s license, a draft 
card and similar items were 
buried at the southern end of 
the library at 12, while 
organic foodstuff was being 


sold in the quad, a “people’s 
park’’ was being planted and 
a “chalk-in” was going on. 

The day’s activities were 
concluded with lectures by 
Dr. Asleben, MD, who spoke 
on atmospheric poisoning; 
Congressman George 
Brown, a leading anti¬ 
pollution legislator; and 
Jerry Keating of the Sierra 
club. 

All of the lecturers agreed 
that if man is to continue to 
exist as a species then he 
must realize and accept the 
fact that they are 
responsible for their 
environment and take steps 
to rectify what damage has 
already been done. 

To accomplish this task 
every individual must 
practice “ecology”. People 
must realize that you can no 
longer have children 
indiscriminately; in 10 
years 5 million people will 
die of starvation each day. 
People must learn to re¬ 
use and re-cycle things; a 
returnable bottle can be 
used 16 times, an alum¬ 
inum beer can takes nearly 
50 years to decompose. 

It is too easy to say “I 
don’t have to. I’m just one 
person.” What about all of 
the other people who think 
like that? 

Man must come of age 
and shoulder the burdens he 
has too long forsaken or he, 
not the “bomb”, will 
destroy himself.
